He was expelled from the Settlement, 
on September 8, 1909. 

Record of Koo Bang-yuen, 

Koo Bang-yuen was one of the 
leading members who instigated the 
boycott movement resulting in the riot 
in December, 1905. He was at that 
‘time conducting a school for teaching 
English at No. 340 Nanking Rosd, 
‘and prior to the day of the riot he left, 
the premises as he was wanted by the 
Police. His premises were sebrched by 
the Police and a large quantity of| 
literature seized and part of it destroy- 
ed. The Police have » large box con- 
taining books and papers, and another 
small box used for printing circulars, a 
sort of copying press, and a few Chinese 
seals and papers on file for record

HIGH PRESSURE OAS LIOHTING SCHEME 
FOR CENTRAL pisTRict. 


The adoption of the above scheme 
would result in an increase in candle 
power of 34,680 candles or 23.7 per 
cent. ; at the same time the annual cont 
to the Council would be reduced by 
Tis. 4,138.41 or 18.3 per cent. 

In order to carry out the proposal a 
separate set of small pipes varying in 
size from 3 inches to one inch diameter 
would be laid in the Central District, 
whilst the existing Booster Main would 
serve as « H. P. trunk main to feed the 
Distributing System. ‘The cost of Road 
Repairs amounting to the sum of 
$22,000.00 constitutes a heavy item in 
expenditure and as the Public would 
benefit to a Inrge extent in regard to 
efficiency and cost of lighting the 
Council xhould meet the Company half- 
way in regard to this matter, As the 
work of repairs would be on a 
scale and would also be systematically 
carried out, the ¢ost of labour and 
materials should be less than for the 
miscellaneous work ordinarily under- 
taken. 

The lamps being all of the inverted 
type, the existing columns would be 
altered by fixing an ornamental casting 
on top, which would not only improve 
their appearance but also place the centre 
of the light further into the roadway. 
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In order to obtain the necessary 
pressure of gas in the mains, two sets 
of compressing plant will be purchased 
from England, which would be erected 
at the Company's Works in Thibet 
Road. 

The cost of the whole scheme would 
be borne by the Gas Company with the 
exception of the lamp columns wl 
would be supplied from the Cou 
Depots.

to @ large sum a contract should be 
entered into for a term of not less than 
seven years, The rates for lighting, 
extinguishing and maintenance of lamps! 
including cost of gas are as follows :—

It has 
ree the practice hitherto so to arrange 

wablic lighting that no part of the 

jement is entirely lit either with gas! 
or vlactricity, and the Council is of 
opinion that this arrangement is al 
satisfuctory one. 

Taking into account the interest and 
depreciation charges involved by the 
suggested contribution of $11,000 
towards the cost of road repairs, and 
allowing for the fact that the tariff of 
charges for electricity includes the whole 
cost of poles and other equipment, the 
Council finds no such large difference in 
cost as your letter indicates. Moreover, 
it has been conclusively shown that the: 
effective candle power of gas Iaups at. 
the time of their installation diminishes 
very rapidly as the life of the mantle 

proceeds. ‘Thus there is the greatest 
Fitienlty i in comparing the cost of gas 
with that of electricity upon any basis 
of candle power. 

In any case I am to state that the 
improvements in gas and electric light- 
ing, both as regards efficiency and as 
regards price, are so recurrent that the 
Council is unanimously averse to binding 
the Community under contract for so 
long period ss seven years.

Sanitary Inspection of houses will be 
carried out free of charge on application 
tothe Health Officer. Persons about. 
to rent houses are advised to ask the 
Health Officer for a sanitary inspection 
and a certificate of good sanitation 
before closing with the landlord. 

Conditions dangerous to health should 
be reported to the Health Officer. 

Isolation of cases of dangerous in- 
fectious disease is provided at the 
Isolation Hospital, Range Road. 

Disinfection of premises after in- 
fectious disease will be carried out free 
of charge on application to the Health 
Officer.

Kitchen supervision should be tho- 
rough because the preventable diseases 
specially prevalent in Shanghai are 
mostly caused by infected food. Every 
house should have ® serving-room ad- 
joining the dining-room and separate 
from the ‘kitchen’ The serving-room 
should contain the Berkefeld filter, ice- 
chest, table utensils, washing sink, boiled 
milk, drinks, bread, butter, frait and 
other cooked or prepared foods. Cook- 
ing or boiling destroys infection. 

Vegetables and fruit grown hear the 
ground, being watered as a rule with 
nightsoil, are specially liable to be soiled 
with the germs of Typhoid fever, Cholera, 
Dysentery and other bowel diseases, 
‘and should, before cooking; be strictly 
kept out of the serving-room and from 
contact with cooked or prepared food. 

Flies carry disease so they should be 
excluded from the serving-room, kitchen 
‘and servanta’ latrine by providing spring 
doors and unopenable windows screened 
by perforated zinc, and from the food 
‘on the table by fly-covers. 

Vaccination should be done on arrivalin 
Shanghai and afterwardsevery threeyears. 

Keep rats out of your house. Starve 
the rate by providing no food for them 
in and around your house. Keep cata, ~ 
Make your house rat-proof. 

Mosquitoes carry malaria, Where 
‘mosquitoes cannot’ be exterminated by 
abolishing stagnant water or by the use 
‘of kerosine oil, or by reporting their 
presence to the Health Officer, the 
mosquito net should be carefully used. 
‘A. weekly inspection should be made 
and no standing water permitted. 

Refuse should not be allowed to 
accumulate, and a properly covered, 
easily-lifted galvanised iron receptacle 
should be provided. Nightsoil buckets 
should be kept securely closed, including 
those in the servants’ latrines. Proper 
receptacles for these purposes may be 
obtained at the Health Office. Yards 
and Drains should be kept in a good state 
of repair and freely flashed with water.
